Up- 
on this trip he had taken with him 
his eldest son, Vesley, a lad about 11 
years of age, leaving behind a wife and 
five other childien who reside on the 
east side of Pinnacle street, near the 
wharf. The captain was a general 
favorite, especially with the crafts- 
men, and bis untiniely death is keenly 
felt. He was a member of St. Mich- 
ael’s church. Mr. Sylvester Sidley, 
residing on Pinnacle street, is a broth- 
er of the drowned man, 

Mr. Frank Smith, the mate of the 
ill-fated schooner, is weil known about 
the city. He, too, had sailed for some 
feasons and was looked upon as a ca- 
pable seaman. He leaves a wife and 
four chiliiren to mourn his demise. 

Mr. Barney Ayres was cook upon the 
schooner, and was favorably known 
about the city. He had, previous to 
this season, filled a similar position 
upon the vessel and was a general fay- 
orite with the crew. A wife and three 
children are left. 

Walter Dunn and. Wm. Bly were 
helpers, The parents of both reside 
here and are naturally grief stricken 
over the terrible disaster.

Berlin, July 3.—From well authen- 
ticuted reports, the Associated Press 
is able to state that yesterday, after 
Getailed statements by Count Von 
Buclow, Secretary of State for For- 
eipn Affairs, rogarding the Chinese 
situation, Emperor William made up 
his mind to insist upon full satisfac- 
tion for the death of Baron Von Ket- 
teler, for which purpose he resolved 
to send armed forces, approximately 
as lurge as those of the other pow- 
ers chiefly interested in restoring or- 
der in China. The precise size of the 
force has not yet been determined, 
but it is expected that it will alto- 
gether amount to a score of thous- 
ands, <A considerable portion of the 
German fleet will be sent olso, 

How Geruianw Minister Wus Killed, 

Berlin, July 38.—Privy Councillor 
Hamann informed the correspondent 
of the Associated Press yesterday that 
the official despatch announcing Ba- 
ron Von Ketteler’s assassination 
Was received here carly yesterday, Tt 
Was based on a direct written mes- 
Sage, conveyed from Pekin, and sign- 
ed by Von Bergen, a member of the 
German legation at Pekin, and Sir 
Rolert Hart, the Inspector-General of 
Customs. It Was addressed to the 
couimander of the European forees at 
Ties Tsin, and was forwarded June 
20 by Consul Zimmerman to the Ger- 
man consul at Che Foo. ‘The mes- 
sage contained q number of interest- 
ing details. 

Varon Von Ketteler, while riding 
on horseback to Tsung Li Yamen 
(Foreign Office), on June 18, was at- 
tacked by large numbers of Chineso, 
who pulled him off his horse and 
beat him to death. An interpreter 
Who Was With him was seriously In- 
jured, but escaped, and subsequently 
reached the German legation. 

Herr Hamann supposes that there 
was more bloodshed at the legation, 
the destruction of which, he declares, 
Was more alarming because the mes- 
saye adds that the condition of the 
whites in Pekin was desperate, and 
aid Was imperatively needed. It was 
also announced that the ammunition 
of the legation guards was almost ex- 
hausted,

By 7 o'clock the three piers of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Com- 
pany had been burned to the ground, 

The southern end of the Campbell 
Storage Company building, consisting 
of five five-story structures, caught 
fire and flames shot out from every 
window from the two floors in a« few 
minutes. The buildings, being filled 
mainly With jute and whiskey, made 
good food for the fire. The fire was 
So hot that the firemen were unable 
to go within fighting distance, and 
the Hames had pretty much their own 
Way there, 

Mfforte to Suve the Ships. 


Four North German Lloyd liners 
were lying at the piers. No ship wag 
at either side of the pier on which 
the fire started, On the south side 
of Pier 2 lay the Saale. On the op- 
posite side of that pier the Bremen 
was tied up, and on the south side 
of Pier 1 lay the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, On the north side of Pier 1 
lay the Main, a brand-new ship 
Which had crossed the ocean only 
twice. As soon as it Was seen that 
a conflagration was threatened the 
attention of all the enployés of the 
line was turned to saving the ships. 
The stream immediately in front of 
th erunning piers soon swarmed with 
tugs. ~The Kaiser Was tho first to 
connect With its tugs, but after they 
had made fast to her stern her great 
steel hawsers Wore still holding her 
to the pler. Already the heat made {it 
impossible for men to handle those 
hawsers and cast them loose from 
the mooring posts, 

“Chop the hawsers in two!" yelled 
some one in the crowd, 

It Was the work of only a moment 
to bring axes, and stout arms began 
hacking away at the steel ropes. 
One after another the hawsers snap- 
ed in two, and slowly the great liner 
moved out into the stream. Before 
she was clear of the pier, however, 
it Was seen that her starboard bow 
was afire. The crew immediately got 
to work on that part of the vessel, 
and by the time she was well out 
in the stream the fire was practical- 
ly out, ;

While the crew of the Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse was at work on her 
the crews of the Saale, the Bremen 
and the Main were doing their best 
to save those ships. The Saale was 
the next of the four to get out into 
the river. As she swung clear of 
the plier she was a mass of tlame 
and smoke. She was afire from stem 
to stern. Persons afloat and ashore 
heard heartrending cries from the men 
aboard, Suddenly heads were seen at 
portholes on the port side and then 
brawny arms Were waving frantically 
out of the same holes. As the first 
head appeared a wan on a lighter 
neur Pier 2 yelled; 

"For God's sake, somebody go to 
the Saale! A lot of the crew are down 
in the hold.”’ 

Yugs ran up as close to the burn- 
ing vessel as they could and pikes 
were made fast to some of the port- 
holes. Desperate attempts were 
made by those at the portholes to 
get a firm hold on the pikes, but it Is

I will perhaps desoribe them 
td you some day, Ham having a real 
food experience, on experience of A 
lifetime. It will be of great benefit 
to me in many ways. I was offereda 
good thing in another battalion, at 
£1 per day, but the colonel here would 
not allow me go. I don't know 
yet, but [ may be appointed, if so the 
colonel! can't keep me, and if he does 
keep me he should give me something 
better than I have now, thauah T can't 
complain as I bave my own Way en- 
tirely and have one of the best horses 
in the regiment, She is a small bay 
mare and what [I don't know about 
travelling, scouting and dodging bul- 
lets, she will show me. I think we 
have the Boers pretty well beaten. 
They are dead-scared of our mounted 
men and set a special value on Cana- 
dians—dead or alive. We expected 
about five days fighting to take this 
town, instead of which we took it 
without a solitary shot. The beauty 
of every fight we had was that we 
camped on the enemy’s fighting field 
every night. To describe a fight and 
some Of our marches would take too 
tauch time. We are marching on Pre- 
toria and driving the Boers back as 
we go. They are very treacherous, 
and often raise the white flag 
to ~— lead our men on, then 
pour shot and shell in like rain, 
They slaughtered a whole troop last 
Friday by putting up a white flag on 
top of a kopje, and when the troop jzrot 
Within a few yards they simply slaugh- 
tered them—about 175 out of 200. If 
it had happened ten minutes earlier 
it would have been our troop that 
would have bad to stand the shot.

I was on the 
ammunition wagon, which was only 
about thirty feet in rear of the gun, 
and that was where the Boers directed 
their fire. One of the shells burst 
close to the wagon and one of the 
pieces jumped over Robertson, who 
was lying under it, struck a spoke 
out of the wheel, against which Pat- 
ton and I were leaning, and then jum- 
ped away. I got the piece and will 
bring it bome. It was t close shave, 
We camped outside Mafeking that 
night, after the fight, and about 
three o'clock in the morning we were 
told that we had to shift our camp, 
as it were thought we were within 
range of the Boers’ big gun. We 
Shifted but instead of going into 
camp we moved and engaged a party 
of Boers. We were out all morning 
of the 17th, chasing them and when 
we came back we marched through 
the town and didn’t we get ou cheer, 
‘Weill I guess! We go out again to- 
morrow to hunt Dutchmen.

COMFORTS FOR THE 
ROYAL CANADIANS 


Dr. Ryerson Writes to the Minister of 
Militia —Sails for England To-day. 


Ottawa, July 3.—From a letter 
wrillen by Dr. Ryerson to the Min- 
ister of Militia, under date of Kroon- 
stad, May 30th, it appears that the 
men of the Royal Canadians have been 
provided for in the matter of winter 
clothing. Each man is wearing a 
sweater and has also received a fine 
rug. ‘ 

“IT can assure you,” writes Dr. Ry- 
enson, “they need these things. Every 
night there is a frost andj ice an tnch 
thick on the pails. Almanidday it can- 
not be less than 100 degrees in the sun, 
These great changes of temperature 
are productive of diarrhoea. There 
are now only ut 400 men fit for 
duty in the finst contingent, including 
the draft, € 
idemic in the army. There are at 
Bloemfontein 4,800 sick and a few 
wounded at Norvals Pont, about 2,000 
or s0 on up and down the line. Inunll 
not less than 15,000 men are hors de 
combat. ‘They are shipping 500 in- 
valids a week to England. You will 
see there is enough for the medical 
department to do and for us to supple- 
ment their efforts, We are spend- 
ing £5,000 a month in Cape Colony, 
besides the large contributions from 
Canada, Australia, Cape Colony and 
the main supply from England. It 
would be no exaggeration to place the 
expenditure at £200,000" 

Dr. Ryerson concludes by announc- 
ing that he sails from Cape Town 
July 4, for England on his way home.

the United States will certainly be on 
the British side in any future divi- 
sion of Chinese territory, but if pos- 
sible, it Will be confined to a moral 
influence and not a forcible one. What 
it may be six months from now, no 
one can 6ay, bul to-day, with the 
election looming in the near future, it 
behooves the President to show 
little sympathy with England as pos- 
sible. Even from a British point 
of view, it would probably be consid- 
ered the very worst possible policy 
id aid Great Britain for six months 
vnd by so doing cause the Republican 
jparty to lose the election and turn 
the country over to the anti-Eng- 
lish Bryanites. The necessity for 
iaking sides amongst the powers has 
yet arisen and may never 
arise. At present, there is nothing 
to do but to follow out the course 
the State Department already has 
adopted, namely, to have the United 
States consuls put themselves in com- 
munication with the viceroys of the 
provinces, treating the central gov- 
ernment at Pekin us incapacitated for 
1dministrative work, and inducing 
these viceroys to do all in their po- 
wer to protect the foreigners in their 
respective districts. The sign of an 
amicable disposition on the part of 
these vicerofys is probably the basis 
for the haope that they can be in- 
duced to stand neutral and keep their 
provinces in order even during direct 
hostilities against the Pekin Govern- 
ment. 

The United States Government 
not yet regarded and probably will 
not regard the developments as de- 
manding the assembling of Congress 
in extraordinary session to declare 
war, and it is possible that the dis- 
patch of more reinforcements to 
China from Manila and the United 
States may not require Congressional 
action, aS long as the object is strict- 
ly to succour American citizens in 
distress and danger. 
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It is too much’ to say that Ameri- 
cans do not regret the African war 
hospital scandal, But at least they 
do contemplate it with more equani- 
mity than they otherwise would in 
view of the way in which they were 
lectured by the British press for 
somewhat similar occurrences during 
the Spanish war. The description of 
the sufferings of the sick and wound- 
ed read much like those of the trans- 
port horrors returning from Cuba. 
Fever patients it is said wander about 
the African camps in delirium, unable 
tad get) a drink of water, and the flies 
swarm on others who are prostrate 
ind helpless, there being no one to 
brush them away, while men die by 
inches for lack of food and medicines. 
In this way the army has been al- 
most decimated and the ravages con- 
tinue, there being at the present mo- 
ment thousands of fever patients. As 
a matter of fact, in Cuba asin Africa 
these horrors are the consequences 
of war and “war is hell.” We repeat 
the phrase glibly but none of us real- 
ize it who have not seen it, In olden 
times, such occurrences would have 
been taken as a matter of course. To- 
day the world has grown thin-skin- 
ned, It is willing to fight and be kil- 
led in battle but it cannot bear dy- 
ing by inches. But this is what war

Judgement Rendered in the Celebrat- 
ed Deseronto Claim Case. 
Before Osler, 


Maclennan, Lis- 
ter, JJ.A. 

Culbertson vs. McCullough.—Judg- 
ment on appeal by plaintiffs from 
judgment of Ferguson, J., in action to 
recover possession of certain land in 
the town of Deseronto, The plaintiffs 
claim that they are tenants in tail 
under the provisions of the following 
clause in the will of their grandfat- 
her, Jobn Culbertson, who died in 
854:—“I give and bequeath my 
son Archibald one hundred acres of 
land, being that part of my estate 
which lies next to the Mohawk trail; 
the said lot to commence at the front 
road, and to run back through con- 
cession ‘A’ so as to embrace the full 
quantity of 100 acres, all of which 
shall be, and is hereby entailed on my 
said son Archibald and his heirs for- 
ever.” The trial judge held that if 
the latter words of the clause wefe 
sufficient to create an estate tail, 
they were repugnunt to the earlier 
ones giving an estate in fee, and could 
not cut down the larger estate; and 
that in any event the entail had been 
barred by the execution and registra- 
tidn of a mortgage by Archibald on 
9th November, 1859, Counsel con- 
tended, inter alia, that an entail had 
been vividly created; that the mort- 
gage in question was not one intended 
ta be an absolute bar under section 
9, R.S.O., ch. 122, because upon pay- 
ment it was to be void, whereas if 
intended to be asa bar it would have 
provided for reconveyance upon pay- 
ment; that effect should be given to 
the apparent intention of the testa- 
tor; and that Archibald Culbertson, 
who executed the mortgage, was not 
such a person as comes within the 
aperation, but within the exceptions 
of secs. 27-29, R.S.O., ch. 133, Held, 
that even if an entail existed, it had 
been barred by the mortgages, Ap- 
peal dismissed with costs, Ek. Guss 
Porter (Belleville), for plaintiffs. Ay- 
lesworth, Q.C., and W. BL. Northrup 
(Belleville), for defendant.

consequence of her position, is con- 
stantly obliged to wage in different 
parts of the world, That considera- 
tion alone suffices to turn the geo- 
ple of Canada from such an idea, They 
tel) us also that we should form a 
league between England and ber pos- 
sessions in virtue of which we should 
carry on trade within the British 
Empire to the exclusion of the rest 
of the world. I have only this to say 


with regard to that idea: It is ab- 
solutely absurd. I prefer the “Yan- 
kee dollar’ to the British shilling, 


especially when the dollar is so near 
and the shilling so far away. If the 
trade can be British and profitable at 
the same Lime, I have mo objection; 
but if the trade, in order to be pro- 
fitable, must be American, I am in 
favor of trade with America.” In 
view of the attitude which Sir Wil- 
frid has occupied since the beginning 
of the British war against the Boers 
his crities think that he is slightly 
inconsistent and unreliable. He is

AFFAIRS IN THE YUKON. 

Nearly everybody is familiar with 
the charges Sir Charles Hibbert Tup- 
er has been for some time past mak- 
ing about the maladministration of 
affairs in the Yukon. The Govern- 
ment did all in its’ power. to prevent 
an investigation. It has all along 
bean the policy of the Grit press to 
assert that matters were exaggerat- 
ed by Sir Hibbert Tupper, and it was 
actually asserted that the people of 
the Yukon themselves were quite 
satisfied with the way affairs were 
administered. Now let us see. The 
Dawson City Daily News, of May 24, 
ke(a highly interesting number of that 
paper. Among much other valu- 
able matter it contains a large 
amount of statistical information on 
Yukon mining matters. But it is 
to the editorial on the Government's 
mismanagement of Yukon affairs that

vernment for fat salaries, but to what 
they could make out of their official

be the bone of our life; the best part 
of our life, God has placed in our

UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRANTS. 

Mr. “Hug the Machine” 
who was given a six thousand dollar 
travelling commissionership as a re- 
ward for his questionable and dirty 
work as chief engineer of the Grit 
election machine, gave an interview 
to the London Daily Mail some time 
ago, when he made the following re- 
markable statements :— 

“Canada wants the Boers who are 
willing to trek after the war 1s 
over. 

“There is no place where he will 
be more welcome or better off than 
in Canada,” said W. T. Preston, 
speaking yesterday to a Daily Mail 
representative in the Canadian 
Government offices, Victoria St. 

“As the official agent of the Ot- 
tawa Government to supervise 
Canadian eniigration from Europe, 
Mr. Preston is in a position to 
speak authoritatively on the sub 
ject. He has already laid the sug- 
gestion before a parliamentary com- 
mittee on emigration, and is san- 
guine that practical results will 
come of the suggestion. 

“There is no danger of trans- 
planting Boer disaffection from 
South Afrioca,”~said Mr. Preston. 
By emigrating to Canada the Boers 
would find their surroundings in 
every way desirable, and they 
would enjoy the greatest possible 
liberty of Government. 

“IT know that invitations have 
been offered for them to settle in 
the United States, but the condi- 
tions of those offers are not so 
favorable as the Canadian project. 

“We want to see an Imperial and 
Colonial scheme of emigration on 
a large scale,” continued Mr. Pres- 
ton. “Not only do we want the 
Boers, but we can find room for 
all the surplus and unproductive 
agricultural population of Great 
Britain. ‘ 

“Furthermoré, if a large number 
of Boers can be induced to come to 
Canada, it will remove many of the 
causes of ill-feelimg between the 
two white races more quickly ond 
more effectively, I think, than any 
other scheme which hay been sug- 
gested. t | 

“In connection with the project 
Mr. Preston left London for Bel- 
gium yesterday, where he hopes to 
further his scheme of a great Boer 
trek to Canada.” 


Loyal people will look askance at 
the ideas expressed by Mr. Preston. 
This is certainly the first time in the 
history of the British Empire, says 
the Halifax Herald, when an immigra- 
tion agent of a British colony has 
asked the implacable enemies of Bri- 
tain to become immigrants to his 
colony. It is true that Preston had 
every reason to think that his chief, 
Sifton, was not at

get. He had only to look to the Gali- 
cians and Doukhobors to confirm him 
in that. But Preston certainly 
made a very important step beyond 
the importer of Galicians and Douk.

For some years a great deal of peat 
has been used in England as stable lit- 
ter in place of straw. The peat indus- 
try for heating purposes is more val- 
uable now than ever before. Perhaps 
the peat deposits in Holland are more 
extensively worked than elsewhere 
Denmark also has u lange peat indus- 
try and the works at Sparkjaer pro- 
duce annually about 15,000 tons for lo- 
eal consumption at a profit of 90c,.a 
ton. In many places in Germany peat 
is the only substance used for heating 
It is found available for this purpose 
wherever its cost is not materially in- 
creased by transportation, It is, also 
turned to account as a fertilizer ond 
as a building material, being used as 
a filler between walls in reservoirs and 
ice houses. 

The principal use of peat is still as 
fuel. One-Seventh of Lrelaud is cov- 
ered with peat bogs and there ore large 
tracts of peat lands in Scotland, Eng- 
land, Sweden, Russia, and France. 
There is as yet no peat industry offiny 
importance in North America, though 
there are peat deposits of considerable 
thickness extending nearly as far 
north as the Arctic Circle.

When they got home Inst night, or 

rather this morning, for it was nearly 

one o’clock when they concluded their 

Mabors. Several important matters 

were up before them, viz., the Moxam 

case, the Cow Inspectorship, the ques- 
tion of purchasing more hose, the re- 
mission of the fines of the Sidney 
farmérs who were yesterday muloted 
in the Police Court. Ald. McFee in- 
troduced his motion to discharge the 

present Cow Inspector, Mr. D, T. 
Rutledge, bul his motion was amend- 
ed so as to give hima month's motice, 
the object being to try and induce the 
Police Commissioners to hold a meet- 
ing and take some action in regard to 
the Counoil’s request that they turn 
over to the City the right to appoint 

its own Truancy Officer. The 
motion was lost; the majority of the 
Council wanted an answer from the 
Police Commissioners before they 
took any further action in the 
matter Chief Campbell, of the 
Fire Department, charged Fireman 
George Moxam with obtaining 
money in the name of certain mem- 
bers of the Fire Department, he hay- 
ing in so doing exceeded his duty. The 
case arose oul of the recent elevator 
fire, and the money collected by Fire- 
man Moxam was for refreshments. Af- 
ter a good deal of discussion the Coun- 
cil decided to let the Fire Committee 
deal with the case, It was decided to 
purchase 500 feet of Keystone hose. 
Mr. E. Guss Porter appeared on be- 
half of certain residents of Sidney who 
were yesterday fined $1 and costs by 
the Police Magistrate for allowing 
their cattle to run at large on the 
Trent road. Mr. Porter contended 
that, as his clients had already paid 
Inspector Downs 50 cents each to get 
their cows out of pound, where he had, 
right or wrongfully, placed them, 
they should not pay any more costs 
in the case. Some of the devious met- 
hods of the law, as it operates in 
Belleville, were explained to the Ald- 
érmen, and after wrestling with the 
case for a while they sent it to ‘the 
Executive Committee, which body will 
endeavor to set right any little in- 
justice which has been done Mr. Por- 
ter's clients.

Anyone who has read the speeches 
delivered by Hon. Mr. Tarte in Paris

A Feast of Holy Merriment—Dr. Tal 
mage Clearly Presents the Joyous 
Features of the Christian 
Religion. 


Washington, July t—A_ remark- 
ible illustration of the ubiquity of 
English speaking people is furnished 
by the requests that have reached 
Dr. Talmage in northern Europe for 
a sormon in out of the way plac 8 
where he did not expect to find a 
single person who could understand 
him. There, as here, he presents re- 
ligion as 4 festivity and invites all 
the world to come ro guests and 
join in its holy merriment; text, 
John, ii, 10, “Thou: hast kept the 
rood wine until now.” 

This chapter invites us fo © mar- 
riage celebration. It is a wedding 
in common life, vo plain people 
having pledged each other, hand and 
heart, and their friends having come 
in for congratulation. The joy is 
not the less because there is no pre- 
tension. In each other they find all 
the fulure they want. The daisy in 
the coup on the table may mean as 
muoh ab a score of artistic garlands 
fresh from the hothouse. When a 
daughter goes off from home with 
nothing but a plain father’s bles- 
sing, and a plain mother’s love, she 
is missed as mach as though she 
were a princess. It seems hard, af- 
ter the parents have sheltered her 
for 18 years, that in a few short 
months her affeotions should have 
been oarried off by another, but 
mother remembers how it was in her 
own case when she was young, and 
so she braces up until the wedding 
has passed and the banquetters are 
sone, and she has a ory all alone. 
Well, we are to-day at the wedding 
in Cana of Galilee. Jesus and his 
mother have been invited. It is evi- 
dent that there are more people there 
than were expected. Dither some 
people have come who were not in- 
vited, or more invitations have been 
sent oft than it was supposed would 
be accepted.

I will not now be diverted to the 
question so often discussed in my 
own country whether it is right to 
drink wine! I am describing the 
seene as it was. When God makes 
wine, he makes the very best wine, 
and 150 gallons of it standing 
around in these water pots—wine 
So good that the ruler of the feast 
tastes it and says; ‘Why, this is 
really bettec than onything we have 
had. Thou hast kept the good wine 
until now; Beautiful miracle! A 
prize was offered to the person who 
Should write the best essay about 
the miracle in Cana. Long manu- 
scripts were presented to the com- 
petion, but the poet won the prize 
by just this one line descriptive of 
the miracle; “The conscious water 
saw its God and blushed.” 

We learn from this miracle, in the 
first place, that Christ has sympathy 
with housekeepers. You might have 
thought that Jesus would have said; 
“I cannot be bothered with this 
household deficiency of wine. It is 
not for me, Lord of heaven and of 
earth, to become caterer to this 
feast. I have vaster things than 
this to attend to. Not so said 
Jesus. The wine gave out and Je- 
sus, by miraculous power, came to 
the rescue. Does there ever come a 
scant supply in your household?

THE BATTLE OF PRETORIA 


‘It Looked asif It Would Prove Another 
Spion Kop Affair. 


aR 
Tt has not, we think, been fully real- 
_at-home how Serious was the 
seture of the fighting which toak 
place in the neighborhood of Pretoria 
a day or two after Lord Roberts 
took possession of the Boer capital. 
It will be remembered that. Lord Ro- 
berts, finding the forces under Botha 
growing to considerable strengih 
and assuming a threatening attitude, 
decided that they must be attacked, 
Pretoria was occupied on June 5th. 
It was on the 9th that Generals Gor- 
don and Broadwood were ordered to 
turn the left of the enemy's position 
on the Pienaarspoort range of bills. 
Once more the Boers appear to have 
taken advantage of their quality of 
slimness. Negotiations were opened 
between Botha and Lord Roberts—on 
whose initiative is not stated by the 
Times correspondent and while they 
Were in progress, the Boer commander 
seized a strong position which Braid- 
wood would have occupied if he had 
not been forbidden to do so from head- 
quarters. As soon as this operation 
wus complete on the evening of the 
10th, Botha threw off the mask and 
broke off communication with Ro- 
berts. Fighting thereupon ensued 
which lasted for three days, and ap- 
fears to have been as stubbornly con- 
tested as any engagement in the war. 
In-one particular the only parallel to 
it was the attack on Ladysmith on 
January 6. For the Boers, contrary 
to their almost invariable practice, 
made a spirited attack across the 
open ground. A large mounted force 
made a charge in close formation and 
opened a withering rifle fire at 600 
yords against a battery of our artil- 
ery. or u short time it looked as 
if the experience of Colenso would be 
repeated, and a number of guns lost. 
This disaster was averted by the 12th 
Lancers, who charged the enemy, dis- 
fersed them, and saved the guns; 
While at the same time the Hy use- 
hold cavalry “¢léared  Broadwood's 
right flank which was threatened. 
The cheering of the troapera and the 
sight of their naked swords was too 
much for the nerves of the enemy who 
fled without waiting for the charge 
to be driven home. On Tuesday, the 
llth, the Boers still stoutly contested 
the fieldyand in the course of the day 
it seemed, says the Times correspond- 
ent, “that we were about to have 
4“ repetition of Spion Kop." The in- 
fantry had seized a line of bills under 
very heavy fire, and on reaching the 
summit found themselves enfiladed by 
Maxim fire and “swept at Short ran- 
ae by shrapnel.” The artillery was 
unable to make the aacent to their 
support, and consequently they had 
feed eae on the position they had 
Rained “exposed to a comm:

PEN PICTURE OF KIPLING 


Australian War Corr: spondent Writes 
ofthe Great Little Man. 


An Australian war correspondent 
had an interview with Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling in Bloemfontein. He is de 
cribed us a little, squat-figured, stur- 
dy man of about forty. His face bas 
beén made familiar by portraits, but 
ng photograph gives any hint of the 
quick, nervous energy of the man. 
His talk is a gabble, a chatter, & con- 
stant jumping from one point to an- 
other. In manner he is more like a 
business man than a literary cele- 
brity. There is nothing of the drea- 
mer about him, After recalling 
his Australian tour and giving his 
views of antipodean books and news- 
papers, Mr. Kipling said; “I am 
going back to London to fight the 
cveople who will say ‘The Boers fought 
for freedom—giyo—**“o back their 
country.’ —I-want to fight all that 
sort of nonsense.” Mr. (Kipling is 
strongly of opinion that there will 
soon be in South Africa the greatest 
demand for skilled labor the world 
has ever seen. Long ugo the coun- 
try would have been developed by 
railways, irrigation works, mines and 
mills under any other Government 
but that of the Boer. “We want you 
Australians to stay here and help 
to fetch the place along,” observed 
Mr. Kipling to his interviewer. He 
has the highest opinion of the Austra- 
lians, both as colonists and soldiers. 
His admiration also extends to Aus- 
tralian horses, although his odfirst in- 
(rnoduction to the animal was of a 
somewhat serio-comic character, It 
was in India he first mounted an Aus- 
tralian “buck-jumper,"”’ and the tale 
is best told in his own words: “I 
stemed to be silting on great eter- 
mal and then the world slip- 
ped away from under me, and that’s 
all IT remember.”

The better to understand 
the question it will be necessary to 
recapitulate the past history of 
dispute which is yearly assuming more 
importance, and which for a century 
has been the cause of perpetual fric- 
tion with France, hence we give the 
following from the London, England, 
Mail, which will be found highly in- 
teresting :— 


By the treaty of Utrecht in 1713 
Newfoundland was ceded to England, 
and it was stipulated that France 
was never thenceforth to lay claim 
td any right to the island or to ang 
part of it. French subjects were 
forbidden to erect any buildings in 
the island except “stages made of 
boards and huts necessary and usual 
for drying of fish, or to resort to the 
said island beyond the time necessary 
for fishing and drying of fish. But,” 
the treaty continued, “it shall be al- 
lowed to catch fish and dry them on 
land,” on one part of the coast. 

It should be observed (1) that Fr- 
ance wis only to erect such rough 
buildings 48 were then used for dry- 
mg cod; (2) that by “fish” all thr- 
ough the treaty cod was meant, as 
there was no other fishery at the 
date on the Newfoundland coast ; and 
(3) that nothing whatever is said to 
justify the contention that the French 
only were to fish upon this particular 
stretch of coast. As all these three 
points are matters of dispute to-day, 
they should be kept in mind. j 

In 1763 the treaty of Paris provid- 
ed that the French fishery was to be 
carried on upon the same footing as in 
1713. The islands of St. Pierre and 
Miquelon were handed over to France 
on four conditions, three of Which 
were included in the text of the trea- 
ty, and the fourth agreed to ly the 
plenipotentiaries of both countries, 
The conditions were s—(1) The islands 
were not to be fortified; (2) nor a 
larger garrison than fifty men main- 
tained; (3) nor buildings except “for 
the convenience of the fishery” erect- 
ed; (4) (not in the treaty) a British 
commissary to be resident in the is- 
lands, and the British naval comma n- 
der to have “liberty to visit the is- 
lands and see that these four condi- 
tions are complied with,”

Now it is 
the Democrats who are twisting the 
lion’s tail, but a few-years ago itwvas 
the Republicans who were spending 
their energy in that pleasing sport, 
In the campaign of 1888, when Presi- 
dent Cleveland was making his can- 
vass for re-election, a considerable 
popular frenzy was aroused against 
that gentleman because of un alleged 
purpose to turn this country’s market 
and industries over to England. The 
“paramount issue” of that campaign 
was the tariff. The Republicans as- 
suméd (0 be terrified by the dominance 
of the Cobden Club, of London, in 
Mr. Cleveland's policies and foresaw 
an appalling blight threatening the 
nation, to be averted only by a Repub- 
lican victory, Asa verification of the 
danger came the “Murchison letter” 
and its reply, A letter signed “Murchi- 
son” was sent to Lord Sackville-West, 
the British Minister in Washington, 
purporting to be a query of a former 
Englishman, who had become a nat- 
uralized citizen of the United States, 
and who, in bebalf of himself and 
others, wanted to know from the Brit- 
ish Minister which candidate was the 
more acceptable to Great Britain. 
Lord Sackville-West fell into the trap 
and replied that Mr, Cleveland's poli- 
cies Were more in line with the best in- 
terests of England than those of Mr. 
Harrison. Letter and reply were pub- 
lished as an evidence that Cleveland 
was England's candidate, and that 
the movement for lower import duties 
Was a machination of the Cobden Club. 
Mr. Cleveland could not face the clam- 
or that ensued, and Lord Sackville- 
West was given his passports, This 
brand of campaign thunder has now 
changed hands, 

As a matter of fact, few genuine 
Americans take any particular stock 
in the recurrent outcry, which is got- 
ten up chiefly for the benefit of for- 
eign voters, particularly the Irish. 
The feelings of real Americans are 
well set forth by Mr. H. B. Jackson, 
who lives in Buffalo, just across the 
Canadian border and who is in this 
city just now. He says; “I believe 
the English people are sincere in their 
professions of triendship for Ameri- 
cans, I have just come from u three 
months’ business trip Lhrough Eng- 
land, and everywheip [ found a most 
remarkable interest in America and 
all things American. On numerous 
occasions I had evidences of cordial 
good will, the genuineness of which 
was not to be doubled. Governments 
are often hypocritical in their preten- 
sions, but a people seldom are, and the 
people of England wunt to be frienas. 
The English Government is a govern- 
ment at all times for English interests

Furthor Details Show Vhata Great Many 
Nere Killed or Wounded.

The Lincolashire Disaster, 


Detuils are now at hand regarding 
the disaster to the Lincolnshire Regi- 
ment on Wednesday. It appears that 
five companies were ordered Tuesday 
to proceed to and hold the pass 
through Magalesburg in the neighbor- 
hood of Daspoort Fort. They arriy- 
ed in the afternoon at the pass, 
Where three companies, with two 
guns, took up a position, and camp- 
ed for the night, léaying two com- 
panies on a plain south of the pass, 
The eastern hill was rugged, rocky 
and inaccessibly, but further east ap- 
parently approachable from the main 
ridge, 

Heers Opened Heavy Fire. 

At daybreak the Boers appeared on 
the eastern kopje, and opened a heavy 
fire. Confusion ensued. ‘The colonel 
ordered the men to take up a posi- 
tion on a kopje West of the gap, 
From this point a hot fire was kept 
up during the entire day, Two guns 
under the escort of the Scots Greys 
placed in advance of the main body 
Were captured after a stout resist- 
ance. 

A Hot Fight, 

Nearly every man was killed or 
wounded. A Maxim gun Was 
brought into action early in the day, 
The fire was too hot, and the men 
Were forced to retire. A sergeant, 
aided by seven volunteers, saved the 
gun, There was a continuous fire 
all along the line, the Lincolnshire 
Regiment men vigorously replying. 
About 3 o'clock in the afternoon the 
Boers appeared to the left of the po- 
sition occupied by the British. 

A Terrible Affair, 

An officer and Gfteen men attempt- 
ed to charge them, and fourteen were 
killed or wounded as the result. 
The companies were practically sur- 
rounded, but they kept up a steady 
fire unWaveringly, until towards 
nightfall, when their ammunition 
gave out. 

Boers Kmploying Armed Nutives. 

The latest arrival. from the scene 
states that at the time of his escapo 
the men were taking a good position 
under cover and With fixed bayonets 
Were awaiting the approach of the 
Boers; It is understood upon good 
authority that the Boers have em- 
ployed arnied natives. Two of the 
natives leaped from  covér when a 
small party from the Lincolnshire 
Regiment stepped up and demanded 
their surrender. A soldier stepped 
forward and shot both of the natives 
dead. One officer who succeeded in 
making his escape had an encounter 
With an armed native. It is feared 
that the losses of the British were 
numerous. About thirty of the Brit- 
ish soldiers straggled back to camp 
yesterday. According to all accounts 
O great force is being assembled to 
prevent further progress of the 
Boers. 

Grobler Had Four Gana, 

Commandant Groebler, who com- 
manded the Federals at Nitral’s Nek, 
had four guns. 

Clery'’s Force Moves East. 

Witpoort, ‘Transvaal, July 12, — 
Gen. Clery’s column, which has movy- 
ed easterly, is now camped here. Dur- 
ing theemarch the mounted infantry 
engeged 200 Boers, shelling a ledge 
occupied by the burghers, It is antici- 
pated that this movemebt will clear

Principal Grant, of Queen's College, 
by his criticism of Conservative mis- 
takes and failures contributed not a 
little to creating the opinion that in 
1896 broke the Government.

It was bad enough to 
send our soldier lads to Kingston in 
the depth of winter miserably shod; 
bad enough to keep others at Toronto 
for weeks without rifle practice, the 
rifles having been sent on to Halifax; 
but to give them as emergency food 
What was no better than pea meal 
cakes was like giving drowning men 
sham life preservers. The offense de- 
Serves the penitentiary, as the Pre- 
mier said, but though the offence has 
been proved, will anyone be sent to 
prison? Dr. Devlin has pronounced 
judgment on himself, but what of 
those whose duty it was to guard the 
public and care for the welfare of sol- 
diers who represent Canada? General 
Hutton in such a case would probably 
have been “insubordinate,” and his fate 
has probably warned others against 
the crime of over-zeal,” 

The last sentence is not the least 
telling. There was one official (Mr, 
McFarlane, of the Department of In- 
land Revenue), who spoke out and 
did his duty. The others failed.- ‘The 
Hutton case and the White case show- 
ed that officials and officers cain, Under 
the rule of the day, only hope for ease 
from being partizans or tools. The men 
may have lacked knowledge or zeal, 
or they may have been Bordenized in- 
to fear of the’ result of a charge of 
“insubordination.” Which was the 
fact matters little. The wrong was 
done, The vote in the House of Com- 
mons shows that opinion in Parlia- 
ment revolted against it. Principal 
Grant's contribution indicates how 
independent outside feeling was affec- 
ted. The deal has been more costly to 
the Government than the greater of- 
fences that bave been charged against 
it. Its meanness, and the fact that 
soldiers were its victims, aroused the 
public conscience. :

HOURRIBLE DOUNLE TRAGEDY. 


Jumeos Swick Kills His Wife and The 


Commits Sulelde. 


Cayuga, Ont., July 16.—The people 
of this community were startled on 
Saturday morning when they neard of 
the horrible death of James Swick 
and his wife, an old couple about 76 
years of age.

firm out of the money ; she hoped Mr, 
'Tickell would not take the furniture.

lefe Canton this morning for Pekin. Prior 
to his deparcure Cbloese merchants gud 
gentry of Canton strongly appealed to the 
Viceroy not to leave, and preseuted a petl- 
tion setting forth that Canton, so long 
the prey to the depredatious of robbers 
and pirates, bad become peaceful during 
Li Hung Chang's Viceroyalty; that dis- 
turbances bad beeo repressed with a 
strong hand, and the people enabled to 
live without being panicstricken when 
dogs barked, The petitioners, this morn- 
lug, tt continued, learned with trembling 
that thelr protector was proceediug north 
and they wept as at the loss of @ parent. 
The absence of rebellion and piracy being 
solely due to the presence of Li Hung 
Chaug, the merchants were ready fo cast 
themselves hefore the wheels of his 
chariot to prevent bis departure, 

Li Hung Chang at Hong Kong. 

Brussels, July 18.—The Belgian consul at 
Houg Kong telegraphs that Li Hung Chang 
possed thru that city today gnu his way 
to the north. Before bis departure the 
Viceroy had a long Interview with the Goy- 
eruor of Hong Kong.

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A TALK WITH A BOXER 


A Member of the Society tells 
of its Purposes. 


Have Nothing to Learn—Chinese Two 
Thousand Years Ago Were as Ad- 
vanced asthe Rest of the 
World To-day. 


There is living in London, says «4 
writer in the Daily Express—in fact he 
holds a high position in « firm of ensl 
ern merehants—a Chinese gentleman, 
who hasfor many years belonged to 
the Baxers’ secrel society in China, 
and with whom a representative of 
the Express has had a most interest- 
ing interview. 

It is astonishing how much this ter- 
rible Boxer had to say for himself and 
his associates. 

“You English,” he observed, speak- 
ing our language with remarkable 
fluency, “only look at Chinese mat- 
ters from your own point of view, 
Oh, if you could “only look at them 
from ours) : e 

“Western civilization is to us 
mere mushroom, It is a thing of 
yesterday. Chinese civilization is un- 
numbered thousands of years old. We 
consider ourselves, at least, two thou- 
sand years ahead of you. 

“There was a time when we had, like 
you, our ‘struggle for life,’ our race 
for wealth, our ambition for power, 
our baste and hurry and worry. We, 
too, had your clever inventions— 
gunpowder, printing, and the rest— 
but we have lived long enough to find 
out how essentially unnecessury all 
these things are. 

“We have also had our periods of 
doubt, fanaticism and dissension in 
matters of religion. We have had 
our martyrs, our reformations, out 
nonconformists, our intolerance, and, 
finally, our (toleration, Yes, thous- 
ands of years ago. 

“We believe in making the best of 
this life, which we know nothing 
about for certain That is the Be 
All and End All of Chinese philosophy. 

“All through China you will find 
the same level, uniform spirit of 
content. 

“You may think we live lives of ig- 
norance and squalor and idleness, but 
I assure you it is not sa We are)is 
well off as we want to be, and no 
man oan improve on that. 

Now, these being our circumstances, 
you pf the western world come to us 
with what you call your new ideas. 
You bring us your religion, an infant 
of nineteen hundred years, You in- 
vite us to build railways so that we 
may fly from place to place at a} peed 
which for us has neither necessity nor 
charm. You want to build mills and 
factories so as to debase our beautiful 
arts and crafts, and produce tawdry 
finery in place of the beautiful tex- 
tures and hues which we have evolved 
after ages of experiment. 

“Against all this we protest. We 
want to be let alone. We want to be 
free to emjoy our beautiful country 
and the fruits of our centuries of ex- 
perience. When we ask you to go 
aWay you refuse, and you even threai- 
en us if we do not give you our har- 
bors, our land, our towns. 

“And now, having carefully consid- 
ered the matter, we of the so-cailed 
Boxers’ society have decided that the 
only way to get rid of you is@o kill 
you. Weare not naturally blood- 
thirsty. We certainly are not thieves. 
But when persuasion and argument, 
and appeals to your sense of justice 
are of no avail, we find ourselves face 
to face with the fact that the only re-

“Consider your missionaries. They 
come, 18 T have said, with a new re- 
ligion, upon the main principles of 
which they are bitterly divided among 
themselves.

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KITCHENER'S QUICK MOVE 


It Saved a British Force from Capture 
at Leeuw Spruit. 


The London Standard correspon+ 
ent throws light on Lord Kitchener's 
escape from capture. The cables told 
the story os if Kitohener had been 
surprised and forced to take to his 
heels. The fact that Lord 
Kitchener, instead of moving back to 
save himself, moved forward to save a 
small British force that was in dan- 
ger of annihilation at the hands of 
hte Boers. 

The Standard 
the story thus; 

Lord Kitchener's prompt action 
saved a couple of construction trains 
Which had been sent to repair the 
bridge at Leeuw Spruit, One of 
them was stopped, and a_ truck 
overturned, owing to the rails hay- 
ing been removed by the Boers. Lieut, 
Holmes and six men held the enemy 
at bay while the second train was 
warned. <A party of 50 Volunteer 
Engineers were on it, and most 
of the rifles were in the first train. 
Some of the men dashed back for 
three-quarters of a mile to reinforce 
Lieut. Holmes, while the others fet- 
ched rifles wherewith to defend the 
second train. 

Captain Lloyd dréw up his force on 
both sides of the railway, and after 
compelling 400 I<affirs, by the exer- 
cise of main force, to lie down and 
remain quiet, opened a steady fire. The 
position, however, had become one of 
extreme danger, when, of a sudden, 
shells were seen to fall in the midst 
of the eaemy. It seems that a mem- 
ber of a small working force near at 
hand had managed to escape and curry 
Inews of the attack to Lord Kitchener, 
who was encamped with thirty-five 
men on Kopje'’s Station. 

Lord Kitchener at once rode to the 
camp of the Shropshire Regiment, and 
brought a gun into action, personally 
directing its fire. The fall of dark- 
ness compelled the Boers to retreat 
and the valuable railway material 
was saved. One of the engines had 
thirty-eight bullet marks, and the 
other forty, but no serious damage 
was done.

The New York Journal prints what 
purports to be an interview with Li 
Hung Chang, who is known as one 
of the wealthiest, one of the wisest 
and one of the most reticent of mor- 
tals During his visit to Europe and 
this continent,nearly every newspaper 
of any importance made an attempt 
to interview the famous Chinaman, 
and the result was the same in all 
cases; The interviewer was interview- 
ed. If the New York Journal has 
now succeeded in securing such a 
lengthy interview ae it credits to him, 
it has certainly done a great stroke 
of business.

Paris, Jujy 21.—The Foreign Office 
has received information from a Chi- 
nese fOUrce, jn Which, however, cers 
tain rellance may be placed, that the 
Foreign Ministers at Pekin have not 
been massacred. 

According to this information on 
Joly 7, the Ministers were attacked, 
and the legations burned, but the 
foreigners -succeeded jn crossing the 
city to Prince Ching’s palace, which 
Was then barricaded, The Europ- 
eans Were holding their own up to 
the time the news left, July 9, Since 
then nothing has been heard from 
Pekin,

Now, this is a kind of 
restraint which Finus, who are going 
out in large numbers, Swedes, Lunes, 
Germans and Euglishmen, Scotchmen 
or Irishmen, will most of them bitter- 
ly resent. It will be a monstrous 
thing if the Canadian Government and 
other agents do not candidly inform 
them what, if they go to Manitoba, 
they have to face. We may call the 
attention of all the continental news- 
papers to this measure, and suggest 
to them that they should wara inten- 
ding emigrants to Manitoba of the 
passage of this act. Fanatics indeed 
appear to be in the ascendant in Mani- 
toba. They first had a turn at edu- 
cation; now they are at prohibition; 
no one knows where they may break

of these men, women and = children 
make from $19 to 920 a week in this 
way, as they are paid two cents and 
two cents and a half « quart by the 
farmer, 

Many of the berries on the King’s 
farm are as big as good-sized toma- 
toes, and I gaw several on the plants 
that measured from eight to ten in- 
ches around. One—the record-break- 
er—which he had preserved in alco- 
bol, was 13 inches in circumference. 

He declares there is no reason why 
giant strawberries, perfection flavor, 
cannot be raised by anyone who will 
work a great deal for five montbs in 
the year, and devote at least a little 
time to thought upon the subject of 
berry oullure. Anyone, he says, can 
take a fortune out of the ground 
through a little strawberry patch, 

He was the first man who covered 
the berry beds with straw and the 
first to raise grape vines at the sides 
of the rows to give just enough of 
shade to the tiny fruit plants. Un- 
willing to accept the name “straw- 
berry” without a reason, Jerolaman, 
who was a great studenc, repaired to 
bis little library each night when he 
had finished his work as a picker for 
Farmer Boyden and searched for the 
derivation of the word. 

Dictionaries and encyclopedias told 
young Jerolaman that the name of 
strawberry was given (o the fruit 
from ao vorruption of the Anglo-Saxon 
“strae,” meaning stray, because the 
vines wandered over the ground, but 
he was not willing to accept this ori- 
gin, and after long research the youth- 
ful student-agriculturist was reward- 
ed. ' 

He found that Linnaeus, the great 
Swedish naturalist, had given. the 
fruit its name because he found that 
Straw sprinkled on tbe beds prevent- 
ed the berries from drooping on the 
ground and rotting. So Jerolaman in- 
troduced the custom of using straw 
and others followed suit.

Perrault Bought Inde- 


Box Full of Ornaments Found in the 


Canadian Commissioner's House 
Discovery made by a Boy —Is 
Perrault a Traitor or is He 
Disloyal. 


July 24.—It is now quite 
evident that the man known as J. Is- 
rael Tarte is not the only friend of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s whose loyalty to 
the Crawn can be questioned and 
tlaubted, Mr. J. X. Perrault was 
appointed Cansdian Commissioner 
the Paris Exposition by Sir Wilfrid 
and he was in charge until Tarte 
orassed and assumed supreme com- 
mand. Naw Mr, Perrault is a nice 
gentlemanly fellow outwardly but 
fdr all that he has no compunction 
about riding two horses at the one 
time and being a loyal British sub- 
ject when the circumstances warrant 
him so doing or the opposite if the 
lacality und his associates are suit- 
able. It will be remembered that 
some time ago a few a very few, 
Frenchmen of Quebec Province sug- 
gested the formation of a_ society 
known as “Independence du Canada” 
or “Independence Canada.” During 
the past winter circulars were sent 
out from Montreal purporting to 
came from the “Canadian Republic’ 
Bd all parts of the Dominion endea- 
voring to arouse an anti-British sen- 
timent in Canada over the Boer ques- 
tion, The fervent enthusiasm which 
permeated the country over the send- 
ing of troops to South Africa and the 
way in which the news of British vio- 
tories were celebrated in every part 
of Canada showed how much influence 
these circulars had. Later on some

Ladysmith, and to fall upon his force 
whenever he attempted to join Bul- 
ler, Tam confident we could have 
smashed White and his men in this 
way in December, and driven Buller 
back upcen Maritzburg, if not upon 
Durban. If a bolder plan than this 
fruitless investment of Ladysmith had 
been pursued, we should have struck 
with all our Strength at the enemy 
before the arrival of overwhelming 
numbers, but instead of that, tactics 
were adopted both in Natal and on 
the Orange River which helped the 
English later on to retrieve the con- 
sequences of their astonishing blun- 
ders [had once got within ten hours 
of Maritzburg with a splendid fight- 
ing force of 3,000 men when T wag re- 
called in order to take part in the 
Slege of Ladysmith.

WAR OFFICE 
MAKES ENQUIRIES. 


Will Save a Week by Using C.P.R 
to Transport Soldiers to China. 


Ottawa, July 24.—The British War 
Office is making enquiries through 
the Department of Militia here as to 
the transport of stores only across 
the Continent and the Pacific by the 
Canadian Pacific railway. The Cana- 
dian Pacific authorities say they can 
deliver such stores in 17 days from 
Vancouver to Shanghai, and in pro- 
bably two days more from there to 
Wei-Hai-Wei. The time of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Imperial Limit- 
ed express from Montreal to Vancou- 
ver is just four days, making the 
total time from Montreal to Wei-Hai- 
Wei 23 days, so that allowing for the 
usual time taken in crossing the At- 
lantic, nearly a week would be saved 
by this route, and the trying passage 
of the Suez canal avoided, The plans 
of the War Office do not appeur to 
include the sending of any troops to 
China from home, but rather to draw 
what may be required there from In- 
din and South Africa.

The 
apqstle stands uow with the dead, 
Oh, it is a serious moment, you 
knotv, when you are alone with a 
lifeless body! The apostle gets 
dawn on his knees and prays, and 
then he comes to the lifeless form 
of this one all ready for the sepulcher, 
and in the strength of him who is 
the resurrection, he cries, “Tabitha, 
arise!” There is a stir in the foun- 
tains of life; the heart flutters; the 
nerves thrill; the cheek flushes; the 
eye opens; she sits up! 

If I had not seen that word dis- 
ciples in my text, I would have known 
this Woman was a Christian. Such 
music as that never came from a 
heart which is not chorded and 
strung by divine grace. Before I 
show you the needle work of this 
woman I want to show you her re- 
generated heart, the source of a pure 
life and of all Christian charities.

The old man met 
his death on his wedding day, he 
having all arrangements made to en- 
ter the matrimonial state for the 
third time in his life The bride of 
his choice was a young girl by the 
name of Mary McFarlane, who was 
many years the junjor of her affianc- 
ed The son had only heard of the 
proposed wedding on the night pre- 
vious, and the statement is made by 
quite a number that he avowed the 
marriage would never take place as 
long us he was alive to prevent it 
Although an only child, it is aelleg- 
ed that he has never got along very 
well with his father, and on this ac- 
count it was thought but natural 
that he should be harsh in his re- 
marks as to the wedding.

NERS EET DEATH 


Terrible Accident at the 
Belmont Gold Mine 
Last Night. 


Louis Dufresne and Peter Terrion 
Were the Unfortunate Victims — 
Both Men Leave Large 
Families. 

A distressing accident occurred last 
evening at the Belmont Gold Mines, 
which resulted in the death of two 
workmen. A blast had been prepar- 
and Louis Dufresne and Peter Ter- 
rida were the last to leave the spot 
before the explosion took place, They 
were ascending the shaft in the ap- 
pliance used for such purposes, and 
had reached a height of about 160 feet, 
when the blast went off. The force 
of the concussion was such that both 
men were thrown from the hoist and 
fell below. In their descent they were 
literally bombarded with large rocks, 
which were thrown up some distance 
the explasjon. Both men were 
terribly gaghed and bruised, the top 
of the head of one of the unfortunates 
being taken off. Both were killed in; 
stantly, there being nd signs of life 
in either when they were reached by 

their fellaw-w ora 

The men were experienced miners, 
and had worked in the mine for some 
time. They came from the province 
of Quebec, Both were men of middle- 
age, married, and leave, in addition 
to their widows, large families. ' 

The Belmont Mine, where the acci- 
dent occurred, is a well-known gold 
mine, situated about seven miles from 
the village of Marmora,

Previous to this 
he had engaged in newspaper work 
on the St. Thomas Journal, Toronto 
Globe and World In 1884 he Was 
appointed Deputy-Minister of Agri- 
culture, and in 1891 took charge of 
the newly organized Bureau of Mines 
Mr. Blue served as a member of the 
commission appointed in 1888 to in- 
vestigate the mineral resources of the 
province, and was u delegate to the 
Deep Waterways Commission in 1894. 

His resignation takes effect on 
Aug. 1. The Vacancy will be filled 
from Within the department, and Mr.

THE BELMONT 
MINE ACCIDENT. 





Further Particulars Regarding the 
Sad Affair. 


We have been enabled to seeure fur- 
ther ‘particulars fegarding the acci- 
dent ut the Belniont gold miné, where- 
by two miners lost their lives. 

The two men who were killed, Peter 
Terreon and Louis Dufresne, were 
Ww orking on ‘Tuesday night doWwn what 
iS known as shuft No.2 at/a depth 
of 150 feet balow the surfage, The 
mines are worked day and night. Men 
are, Traule d up or-let down the shaft 
inl « ‘‘skijp,” or box, which is held by 
u strong cable and which runs up and 
down on two emall rails, The desoent 
down the shaft is almost erpendi- 
culur, though there is a m ne in- 
cline, Compressed air power is used 
for operuting the skip. On the night 
jpn question, about 11 o'clock, the acy 
cident occurred, but just how is only 
conjecture. The bodies were found 
lying al the bottom of the shuft by 
Mr. George Avery, who was engineer- 
ing the skip. He heard the report 
of a blast and some time aftér made 
the awful discovery, It wus evident 
from the appearance of thé bodies 
that the men got a <¢terrible fall. 
Both men had fallen on théir heads 
with great force, as both skalls were 
crushed in, with the brains exposed. 
They must bave died instantly. Ter- 
reon's left arm was also broken and 
his leg broken in two places. 

Terreon was 87 yeurs of joge and 
leaves a wife and two children He 
belonged to Belmont Township. 

Dufresne was about 50 years of age 
and leaves a wife and large family. 
He came from Cabletown, Quebec, 
Marmora. : 

An inquest is being held to ascer- 
tin, if possible, how the accident oé- 
curred.

In answer to a jurymao the witness 

thought the secident would have oc- 
curred under the old system. 

Mr. Wm. Kerr, conductor of No, 15 
train, was sworn, and detailed the 
crew of his train. The collision occur- 
red about 1.25 on the afternoon of Bhe 
26th inst. He was familiar with the 
time table and the rules’ and regula- 
tions of the road. At 1,25, the time pf 
the uccident, he was due at Madoc vil- 
lage. There was no donbt the acci- 
dent caused the death of Burd and Ed- 
munds. Train No. }5 was not allowed 
to rum against No. 10's time. The 
only person who could countermand 
oyders as to time of leaving was the 
despatcher at Lindsay, which place 
governed that division of the road. 
Na. 15 could be run from Belleville (5 
the Junction in 25 minutes. This time 
could have been made on the day of 
the accident if they had nat been de- 
tained at Corbyville doing some shunt- 
ing. It was nothing more or less than 
a slip of memory, in reference to train 
No. 10, and for this reason he, did not 
stop at the siding. Brakesman Burd 
had a right, as front brakesman, to 
be on the engine He gave ordersito 
the engineer to pull out. He said; 
“There is a siding at Foxboro into 
which I could have run, If there was 
a telegraph station at Foxboro the 
accident might not have happened. 
There is nol a regular station there, 
but it is oni the time curd. I 4annot 
say why both I and the engineer for- 
got the train. It is beyond my com- 
prehension. urd has been only on 
my train a few days, Miller was with 
me some thirteen years. I have talk- 
ed with Miller, but ha did no€ tknow 
of the train. The engineer, as far as 
I kmow, isa sober man. Donot know 
of any person outside of members of 
my train who contributed to the ac- 
cident. My first intimation of acci- 
dent was when [ heard a whistle sig- 
nal. My forgetfulness and that of 
the engineer was the cause of the 
death of these men. [ do nat know 
why we should both huve forgotten 
this, and [ do not know of any act 
of ours to cause it, I am not suppos- 
ed to know anything of any message 
given to No. 10 at the Juuction, as 
T was got on iv. | have gone into 
Foxboro siding for No. 10 once 
or twice to allow, her ta pass, byt am 
not certain as to that point since the 
present working time table was is- 
sued. If I left here late [ could not 
meet No.10 at this Junction. [T would 
bave to put into Foxboro siding, Un- 
der the old rules [ would not have any 
advaytage as compared with the pre- 
sent rules.” 

Dr, Gibson said he was at the scene 
of the wreck ond saw the bodies of 
Burd and Edmunds, which were 
brought to  belleviile Death, no 
doubt, resulted from the collision of 
the trains.

Tried to Make Terms, with Gen, Hun- 
ter, but met the Stern Reply, 
“Unconditional Surrender or 
Fight On'’—Boer Ueneral 
at Last Gave Up. 

(Special to The Intelligencer.) 

London, July 30.--The following of- 
ficial despatch has been received 
from Lord Roberts: “Pretoria, July 
29—On July 26th MacDonald fought 
rear guurd action with the enemy 
from early morning until dark, nine 
miles outside of Naauwpoort in the 
Bethlehem hills, resulting in his ef- 
fectually blocking Naauwpoort Nek to 
the Boer wayrons. 

Hunter reports that the enemy 
twice checked his advance by bolding 
strong posilions on two Neks, one of 
whieh was taken before dark by the 
Scots, the Royal Irish, the Wiltshire 
and Leicester regiments. Our cusual- 
ties were only five or six. The second 
nek was taken during the night by 
the Seots and Guards without opposi- 
tiém, the enemy retiring closely to 
Naauwpoort, Prisoners taken stated 
that twelve hundred Burghers would 
surrender if guaranteed that they 
would be (treated as prisoners of war 
and not as rebels, to this I assented. 
As u result of these operations. Prin- 
sloe, commanding the Boers, asked, 
under a flagy of truce this morning, 
a four days’ armistice for pence ne 
gotiations.

The Procedure Regarding the Routine 
of Fines and Fees. 


To the Edjtor of The [nteliigencer ; 

My Dear Sir,--Some worthy Alder- 
men appear ynfamiliar with the rout- 
ine regarding the fineg and fees. The 
fines and fees are paid djectly to the 
Clerk of the Council. The Clerk pays 
the money to the Treasurer. During 
the absence of the Clerk, if any party 
desires to pay the money is received 
by myself or the Magistrate, and paid 
over to the Clerk. Ne one but the 
Clerk pays the fines and fess to the 
Treasurer, ‘The Clerk and tnyself each 
keep a Procedure Book, in which is 
éntered nll the cases, the fines nnd 
fées imposei and payments thereon. 
These books adt‘as a check for each 
other. The Clerk's book is annually 
audited. The Clerk makes a quarter- 
ly return of convictions to the Govy- 
ernment, The Magistrate keeps: no 
books.

ed previous to the action of Lundy's 
Lane, of advancing to Queenston, Fort 
George and Burlington Heights, but 
retreated in great disorder, towards 
Fort Erie, where his egress from the 
territory might be more easy ; and in 
his way destroyed the bridge at Chip- 
pewa, in order to retard the advance 
of the British light troops in his rear.”

I took the trouble to 
see Mr, Kyle in reference to what 
you report him to have said, and he 
says he did. NOT say the building is 
ja 2 magnificent one and is far nhead 
of the United States building, nor 
anything of the kind, nor would any 
Sane man who had seen the two make 
any such statement. The exhibit 
miy have been better arranged when 
Mr, Kyle saw it than when I did in 
the middle of Muy; certainly there 
was room for improvement then and 
no doubt the criticism of those who 
saw it in its early stages would have 
a tendency to improve it, and for the 
credit of our country [ hope it has 
improved; but the building is a fix- 
ture and no doubt will remain us it 
is till the Exhibition is over.
